The secret service men ques- 


tioned Kord and said that he has 
con- 


fessed. 
They said that he also con- 


feued to 
have participated 
in the 


great ammunition plant explosions at 
Black Tom Island and at Kingsland. 


Upon this information and the impli- 


cating of other men the secret service 
men arrested two other Germans, one 
in Jersey City and the other here, as 
alleged accomplices to Kord. 


The bombs 
taken from 
the hot-l 


were of ingenious construction. 
One 


was a complicated clockwork affair, a 
time bomb, and the other was to be ig- 
nited by fuse. 
The containers were 


tubes firmly bound on the outside with 
copper wire.

United States are now forced to de- 
plore the turn things have taken and 
to doubt the wisdom of the German 
policv which, so far as Mexico is con- 
cerned, may be stigmatized as bring- 
ing a lighted match in contact with a 
powder cask."

"On the part of Germany it is not 
contested that the information sent 
forth in Associated Press dispatches 
probablv tallies with 
the 
essential 
facts" says the Tageblat ini discuss- 
ing the Zimmerm.inn note. President 
Wilson has been 
speaking

neutral allies against Germany, just 
as Germany, in case of war. naturally 
would seek an ally against t.he United 
States.

A Brief Digest 


of the Proposed 


Compensation Bill 


T^HE Compensation bill now before the Wis- 


I cousin state legislature, shorn of its technical 


legal language, amounts to this: 


If any town, village or city or any 


other political subdivision of this 
State shall hereafter vote for no 
license or if the manufacture of malt 
or intoxicating liquor shall be pro- 
hibited, any person or corporation 
who by reason thereof shall sustain a 
loss, shall have the right to institute a 
suit at law for the recovery of any such 
loss or damage. The cause of action 
would be against the town, village or 
city and the case would be brought 
before the Circuit Court of that dis- 
trict. Trial would be had as in any 
other action at law. If upon the trial 
of such suit it shall be found that the 
plaintiff is entitled to recover, judg- 
ment for such loss or damage as 
shall be awarded to him shall be 
rendered against the defendant, and 
such judgment shall have the same 
force and effect as other judgments 
at law against any such municipality. 


In the event of & State law being 


passed prohibiting the manufacture 
and sale of liquors, the action in 
that case would be against the state. 


Do you see anything unjust, unfair or dis- 


criminating in a law of this kind? Surely you 
will admit that he who suffers a total or partial 
loss of property or income as the result of adverse 
legislation is entitled to sue for compensation. 


To sum the whole, story up, the enacting of 


the proposed bill into law will simply mean that 
you and the other voters are willing to pay a fair 
return for what you destroy by your own vote.

These crops will do well on a wide

growth of the plant. For asparagus 
we desire a deep, rich, well-drained, 
loamy soil, preferably of the heavy, 
sandy loam or lighter clay types. The 
asparagus soil should be retentive of 
moisture and in order that it may 
possess this characteristic and at the

furnish 
the 
plants the 
greatest amount 
of 
available plant 
food, it must contain a large amount 
of vegetable matter. This is best se- 
cured by working a liberal supply of 
manure, preferably well rotted, into

As to Plants and Planting. 
The plants should be one or two 
vears old at time of planting.
